These 
are. Bavaria, where, as Tuy TRIBUNE 
was abje to confirm téday, Gen: Von 
Ludendorff and Herr Hitt\er have re- 
quested 46,000 monarchists to join 
theny in a4 march against Berlin, and 
the Ruhr district, where hundreds of 
thousands of working men, agitated 
by communists, are expected to refuse 

to resume work. 

Diplomatic circles do not know which 
situation is the more dangerous. After 
‘nine months of passive resistance the 
Ruhr working men are not used to 
work. Under the pretense of working 
they play cards, drink beer, and have 
committed acts of sabotage. Mean- 
while communist agitators are preach- _ 
ing nationalism, declaring work must’ 
not be Wegun for the enemy—France. 
It is feareGi that the communists will
